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Twenty-second Annual Convention 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODISTS 


Milwaukee Program Proves Professional Recognition—Deleware 
Affliated—George W. Scherer Jr. Re-Elected President— 
All Sections Represented—Florida Voted Convention 
State For 1934. 


IN A GLAMOROUS SETTING typical of the city of Milwaukee, and 
heightened by the attractions of Welcome Home Week, and around 
the corner the World’s Fair and Century of Progress Exposition, the 
twenty-second annual convention of the National Association of 
Chiropodists was observed at the Hotel Schroeder from Monday, 
August 7, to Friday, August 11, during which time delegates, mem- 
bers and their ladies registered for the complete convention program 
of scientific lectures and social events. 


The scientific program, under the direction of Doctors Meyer- 
ding, Brown and O’Leary, of the Mayo Clinics, was, without doubt, 
responsible for the attendance which held together until the last lec- 
ture was over. There was very little free time for the delegates to 
steal away to the World’s Fair during the week. 

Everything was in working order at the outset. Convention 
Manager Sonderling, with the experience of big conventions as his 
guide, took good care that all the paraphernalia necessary was avail- 
able for the comfort of delegates, members, exhibitors, and visitors. 
He earned the unstinted praise loudly expressed on all sides, and this 
so sincere that when his annual report recommending the abolishment 
of the Convention Manager Plan came up for discussion the mem- 
bers of the House turned negative, and by a large vote refused to ac- 
cept the recommendation.

The sessions of the House of Delegates, which convened on Sun- 
day afternoon, ran from day-to-day without regard for time, and 
when those sessions came to an end the delegates lost not a single mo- 
ment in accepting the hospitality of the Wisconsin members. 

Dr. Ula Ashard made a promise when she extended her society’s 
invitation which brought the twenty-second convention to Milwaukee; 
foresight or perhaps the Fates made it possible to fill the promise, at 
least the delegates and members present enjoyed all their taste desired. 
Many years have passed since a National convention gathered in this 
section of the country, hence it gave old friends an opportunity to get 
together once more to renew acquaintances amidst excellent surround- 
ings, under ideal conditions. 


The officers of the association, comprising the Council, busied 
themselves on Sunday afternoon preparatory to entering the opening 
session of the House of Delegates. First of all considerable time 
was consumed with the reading of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing of the Council which was held last August in Washington, D. C. 
An application for affiliation was presented by the Chiropodists’ So- 
ciety of Delaware.. A series of important communications were also 
read, and these referred to the House for action. The Council ap- 
proved of a recommendation to admit students to the scientific ses- 
sions of the convention without cost. 


The delegates were in session until late Sunday night, meeting 
a full day and night on Monday. The members used Monday to get 
acquainted and outline their plans for the week, and finally to reg- 
ister for the activities to follow. 


President Scherer put the convention into action at the appointed 
hour on Tuesday with an address of welcome delivered to the assem- 
bly in the Brand Ballroom. Dr. John F. Kelly, of Boston, Chairman 
of the Scientific Committee, upon the completion of President Scher- 
er’s address immediately opened the scientific program, introducing 
H. W. Myerding, M. D., Head of the Section on Orthopedics at the 
Mayo Clinics, Rochester, Minnesota. 

With only a brief period for luncheon, Dr. Meyerding’s program 
continued until late in the afternoon. More about his lecture and 
those presented during the week by George E. Brown, M. D., Head 
of the Section on Vascular Diseases, Mayo Clinics; P. A. O'Leary, 
M. D., Head of the Section on Dermatology, Mayo Clinics, and the 
lectures by J. E. Ainsfield, M.D., H. A. Larson, and G. K. Diamond, 
will appear elsewhere, in this issue. 

The annual get-together was a delightful event, which com- 
pletely filled Tuesday evening and early Wednesday morning. At 
seven o'clock all those registered were ushered into the Golden Ball- 
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room where a tasty Milwaukee dinner of bountiful delicacies was laid 
before a group that showed delightful appreciation of the good things 
to eat. 

Seated at the head table were the Hon. Judge Dyer, New York; 
Lester E. Siemon, M. D., President of the Ohio Collge of Chiropody; 
Edward Adams, M. D., Alderman Paul Gower, President of the Mil- 
waukee Common Couneil, Vice-President Whitten, President Scherer, 
H. W. Meyerding, M. D., Vice-President Kelly, Vice-President 
Penney, Dr. Nicholas Von Schill, and Dr. Fullerton, President of the 
Wisconsin Chiropodist Society. 

The Master of Ceremonies for the occasion, detained somewhere 
on the outskirts of Milwaukee, caused a brief delay; finally a selection 
was made by popular vote and E. K. Burnett of New York was elect- 
ed Toastmaster. In true Burnett fashion, par excellence, the speakers 
of the evening were introduced as follows: Dr. C. A. Fullerton, Pres- 
ident Wisconsin Chiropodist Society, who delivered a cordial address 
of welcome and then introduced the Convention Committee chair- 
men: Doctors W. A. Thierfelder, General Chairman; W. P.’ Schaewe, 
Scientific; H. A. Larsen, Entertainment; Ula A. Ashard, Reception; 
R. P. Franke, Housing; G. K. Diamond, Delegate. President Fullerton 
concluded by thanking all his members who worked to make the con- 
vention a success. And it should be said here that arrangements 
in Milwaukee were so perfect that every detail worked out as smooth 
as glass. 

In particular, Ula Ashard did not leave a stone unturned to make 
every one feel at home. It is this intimate personal touch that means 
so much to the success of any convention, and it was by no means 
the least important factor in the success of this one. Every commit- 
tee of the host society is to be congratulated upon the manner in 
which its plans were carried into execution. 

Dr. George W. Scherer, Jr., President of the N. A. C., was the 
next speaker, whose choice words, imported from California, extended 
greetings. He then presented the newly-elected official family. 

A royal welcome from the people of the City of Milwaukee was 
brought by the right-hand man of the Mayor, the Hon. Paul Gower, 
President of the Common Council, who also related the beauty and 
advantage of the city, its parks, playgrounds, lake-front, and beauti- 
ful centre of business and residential buildings, all of which it was 
our pleasure to visit during the week. 

At this point Dr. Burnett presented our own Mildred Smith, the 
songbird of the N. A. C., the charming daughter of Lou Smith, Pres- 
ident of the Ohio Chiropodists’ Association. Miss Smith rendered 
Spanish and Italian selections, and thrilled the audience to uproarious 
applause. 
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The response to the welcome extended by the Mayor of the city 
was made by the Hon. Judge John G. Dyer, of New York. Judge 
Dyer, naturally a fine orator, was at his best. 

Lester E. Siemon, M.D., President of the Ohio College of Chi- 
ropody, an Honorary Member of the N. A. C., made the address of 
the evening. He enthusiastically spoke of the progress chiropody had 
made in the past decade and urged us forward to still greater achieve- 
ments. He told of the relationship of the chiropodist to the physician, 
and spoke knowingly of what had brought about the closer under- 
standing. 

The glorious evening was happily completed with group songs 
presented in the style of audition contests, as group followed group at 
various parts of the hall, bursting forth with German folk songs in 
rival competition. Sometime in the early hours of the morning the 
last dance enfolded an event which passed too quickly. 

When the serious side of a convention lets up it is the social act- 
ivities which add the coloring so often referred to as success. Mil- 
waukee was no exception. 

The social activities went into full swing on Tuesday afternoon, 
when a Bridge-Tea was held at the Hotel Schroeder for the ladies, 
under the supervision of Dr. Victoria Dobrient. The event was 
handled to perfection, affording untold pleasure to every participant, 
many of whom went home with handsome prizes. 

Wednesday afternoon and evening was the big day for all. Im- 
mediately after lunch, Pullman motor coaches took on their passen- 
gers of conventionites and under a police motorcycle escort headed for 
Pewaukee Lake, twenty-five miles out of Milwaukee. It was the an- 
nual outing, and through the courtesy of the Wisconsin Association a 
wonderful afternoon and evening was enjoyed. A light rain com- 
menced to lay the dust soon after leaving the city limits, finally be- 
coming a real storm, but it did not dim the view of Milwaukee’s beau- 
tiful residential section. The line of buses and private automobiles 
extended for several blocks and as intersections were approached cross 
traffic was stopped to permit the party to travel as a caravan. 

Lake Pewaukee is considered the most beautiful sheet of water in 
the Lake section of the country. Its attractive beach pleased the 
bathers, while the large pavilion with its waxed floor tempted those 
with dancing feet. In the early evening a big family sat down to a 
German supper and plenty of the beverage which has made Milwaukee 
famous. Once again another day was dawning before the last of the 
party checked in at Convention Headquarters. 

The golf tournament on Thursday afternoon is a story of its 
own. It was a great event, and by special request of the enthusiasts, 
it will be treated under its own headlines. 
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The social activities at Milwaukee came to an unwelcome end on 
Thursday evening, when a jolly party was held in the “Happiness 
Room” at the Schroeder. Dr. Herman Sonderling was Master of 
Ceremonies, and none other than Louis Lewy of New York was choir 
leader. Tempting refreshments flowed freely, and if it was warm out- 
side on this evening the fact was unknown to those within the hall. 
Stars were present from as far west as Los Angeles. One, known to us 
as President Scherer, gave a vivid description of the mousey story as 
told in the talkies.) The Milwaukee Chiropody Chorus rendered sev- 
eral selections. Under the direction of Dr. Albert Owen Penney, the 
N. A. C. quartette, consisting of Doctors Lelyveld, Whitten, Scherer 
and Lewy, sang several selections (which we think only created a 
commotion). The final feature of the evening’s program was an old- 
fashioned waltz contest, and the prize was justly awarded to Mrs. 
Charles P. Leydecker of St. Louis, Missouri, and her dancing partner, 
Dr. Thomas J. Henchey, of West Palm Beach, Florida. 


On Friday afternoon a special train took the members to Chicago, 
and the World’s Fair. At Chicago the Palmer House was official head- 
quarters, with special accommodations provided for members of the 
N. A. C. 


National Association of Chiropodists’ Day at the Fair, scheduled 
for Friday, was canceled. Word received on good authority that a 
firm opposed to the best interests of chiropody and chiropodists had 
interefered with the plans of the Public Information Committee, ne- 
cessitated this action. 


Attractions at the World’s Fair were many and we do hope that 
every reader of these words will have an opportunity to visit A Cen- 
tury of Progress before it comes to a close. 


A Complete stenographic report of the discussions of the House 
of Delegates is expected to fill a good sized book. Following our plan 
of last year a verbatim account of the meetings of the House will not 
appear in THE JOURNAL, but instead a resume of the important bus- 
iness will follow.

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THE FOURTEENTH HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


President Scherer Presents A Four-Point Plan— Balanced Budget 
Adopted. 





The delegates convened for the trans- 
action of official business on Sunday, 
August 6, in the Conference Room of 
the Hotel Schroeder, where all subse- 
quent sessions were held. Following an 
invitation by Vice-President Penney 
there was the usual presentation of rou- 
tine matters: report of the Credentials 
Committee, appointment of tellers, and 
other special committees. 

President Scherer in his opening mes- 
sage, placed before the House the Rules 
and Order of Business under which the 
affairs of the House were handled. Re- 
ports of officers, committees and depart- 
ments followed, several of which were 
referred to committees for study. 

The Secretary-Treasurer’s report was 
in two sections, general accounts of his 
office in the association during the year, 
and a statement of finances of THE 
Journat, both as rendered by a C. P. 
A. The itemized Treasurer’s report, ear- 
lier sent to all delegates, was discussed 
at length and each item calling for an 
explanation was clarified by either the 
Treasurer or committee chairman. Each 
delegate was provided with a copy of 
the financial statement, so it cculd be 
studied item by item. 

During the several sessions of the 
House reports of the standing and spe- 
cial committees were received and 
adopted. 

Some of the work of the convention 
took the form of resolutions, were re- 
ferred to the Resolutions Committee for 
study, and later returned to the House 
for action. 

Of particular importance was the ap- 
pointment of a Finance Committee to 
consider a budget for the ensuing year. 
Laboring many long hours the commit- 
tee presented a report during the clos- 
ing hours of the House, and the budget 
therein was wholly adopted. After care- 


ful analysis the operating costs of the 
organization were cut to a minimum, 
this by curtailing wherever possible. 


Each delegate and state society secre- 
tary will receive a copy of the steno- 
graphic report. 

Resolutions presented to the House 
were read but not discussed until report- 
ed upon by the Resolutions Committee. 
The Illinois Association of Chiropodists 
proposed for Life Membership the names 
of Doctors Nicholas Von Schili, Ignace 
J. Reis, and J. S. McDonough. The Pe- 
dic Society of the State of New York 
proposed the name of Dr. Ernest Graff, 
past president of the N. A. C. for Hon- 
orary Membership. 

A letter was read from the Massa- 
chusetts’ Chiropody Association protest- 
ing the acceptance of advertisting and 
displays of the Orthopedic Appliance 
Company, also doing business as the Or- 
thomec System, and operating a chain 
of offices in New England and New 
York in conflict with chiropodists. 


Lester Siemon, M. D., Honorary Mem- 
ber of the N. A. C., attended the early 
sessions of the House and was request- 
ed by President Scherer to address the 
meeting. Dr. Siemon spoke forcefully of 
the educational attainments of chircpo- 
dists and the objective of the Associa- 
tion of Colleges. Edward Adams, M. D., 
New York, Professor of Orthopedics at 
The First Institute of Podiatry, also pre- 
sent, was called upon for a few remarks. 
Dr. Adams concurred in the opinions of 
Dr. Siemon, heartily endorsed the Asso- 
ciation of Chiropody Colleges and advo- 
cated a National Board of Examiners in 
Chiropody, so that an individual grad- 
uating from an accredited school having 
passed an examination of the National 
Board would be allowed to practice in 
any State in the Union. The honored 
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speakers, upon concluding their remarks, 
were enthusiastically applauded. 

The House adopted the standing com- 
mittee reports as follows: Scientific, John 
F. Kelly, Boston, Massachusetts; Legisla- 
tive, G. Earle Whitten, Oakiand, Cali- 
fornia; Organization, Cecil P. Beach, 
Cleveland, Ohio; Ethics, A. Owen Pen- 
ney, Washington, D. C.; Public Informa- 
tion, Hal P. Smith, Indianapolis, In- 
diana; Division of Publications, Joseph 
Lelyveld, Rockland, Mass.; Council on 
Education, Ben Levy, Schenctady, New 
York; and the following special commit- 
tee reports: Public Clinics, Frank J. 
Carleton, West Chester, Pennsylvania; 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry, 
Harry L. Goldwag, New York, N. Y.; 
Promotion, C. Gordon Rowe, Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania; Public Relations, 
Harry A. Budin, New York, N. Y.; Sci- 
entific Motion Pictures, Louis Lewy, 
New York, N. Y.; Legal Counsellor, 
Hon. Judge John G. Dyer, New York, 
N. Y.; Emblem, Joseph Lelyveld, Rock- 
land, Massachusetts; Convention Manag- 
et, Herman Sonderling, Brooklyn, New 
“York; Council on Physio Therapy, R. 
H. Gross, New York, N. Y.; Council on 
Shoe Therapy, Frank J .Carleton, West 
Chester, Pennsylvania. These reports 
Were received with votes of thanks from 
the delegates and words of commenda- 
tion from the Chair. 

It is impossible to conclude in any 
single issue the reports of all commit- 
tees; they will appear as space is avail- 
able. 

Invitations were read from the gov- 
ernment officials of the states of Flo- 
rida, Kentucky, and Missouri, glorifying 
their respective states, and direct nom- 
inations were made by the Delegates 
Young of Florida, Leydecker of Missouri, 
and Stivers, of Kentucky. On a vote 
the State of Florida was unanimously 
selected as the convention state for 1934. 
Dr. Harry Young, Vice-President of the 
Florida Podiatry Association, pledged the 
support of his state society to make the 
convention in Florida the biggest in the 
history of the N. A. C. 
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A committee composed of Doctors A. 
Owen Penney, G. Earle Whitten, Joseph 
Lelyveld, President Scherer and Secre- 
tary Morley, were appointed by Presi- 
dent Scherer to confer with Counsellor 
Dyer to formulate an inquiry to be sent 
to Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, Administrator 
of the N. R. A. at Washington, D. C., 
with reference to the minimum wage 
for lay employees in chiropodists’ offi- 
ces. At the time of adjournment no re- 
sponse had been received from Wash- 
ington. 

Two amendments to the Constitution 
were acted upon. That presented by the 
Michigan Chiropodists’ Association barr- 
ing official position to any member main- 
taining an office or practice in connec- 
tion with any mercantile establishment 
or public service institution failed to 
pass. That presented by the Missouri 
Association of Chiropodists, which pro- 
vides that no officer or member of the 
Council, or appointee thereof, or any 
committee chairman or appointee there- 
of shall be eligible to hold office who 
(as amended) is directly or indirectly 
interested in either the wholesale com- 
mercial manufacturing or wholesale sale 
of apparatus, arch supports, instruments, 
shoes, or supplies having to do with the 
chiropody profession, was adopted. 

The amendment to Article VI, Sec- 
tion 2, of the interpretation of the 
N. A. C. Code of Ethics, presented by 
the Chiropodists’ Society of the State of 
New Jersey, was also adopted, and this 
limits the size of signs as used by mem- 
bers of the association, not to exceed 
12x30 inches. 

The long list of resolutions presented 
to the Committee, and later reported to 
the House for discussion and action, 
obtained the following results: 

To dispense with paid lecturers at the 
1934 convention was approved. 

To instruct the Council on Educa- 
tion to permit the inspection of colleges 
by a local member instead of the Chair- 
man making the regular tour this year, 
was disapproved. 
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To change the convention month to 
October, was disapproved. 

To appoint a committee to investigate 
how the N. A. C. acquired THE Jour- 
NAL, was approved. The committee, 
was nominated from the floor and elect- 
ed by one ballot cast by the Secretary. 
The members of this committee are 
Doctors Louis Weiss, Frank J. Carleton, 
and E. P. Durkin. 


A resolution to discontinue Foot 
Health Week was not adopted. 


A resolution to publish, once each 
year, the resolution passed in 1923 rel- 
ative to concerns opposed to the best 
interests of chiropody, was adopted. 

To change the date of Foot Health 
Week, was referred to the Public In- 
formation Committee. Certain limita- 
tions for the promotion of the week 
were also referred to that committee. 

A resolution to prevent the commer- 
cial exploitation of the Seal of the N. 
A. C. was rejected. 


That, to order a resolution to be 
drawn and presented to the Food and 
Drug Administrator at Washington, to 
prohibit misleading claims and _state- 
ments in the advertising matter of foot 
remedies, shoes and appliances, was ap- 
proved. 

Recommendations presented by Pres- 
ident Scherer, and those contained in 
the report of the Scientific Committee 
were adopted. They will appear com- 
plete when these reports are published. 

Twe other resolutions adopted called 
for the appointment of a committee to 
determine the validity of the contract 
between the National Association of 
Chiropodists and the Editor of THE 
JournaL; the other to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the purposes of the 
National Association for Foot Health 
and the Committee for the Promotion 
of Foot Health. 

There prevailed throughout the meet- 
ings a determination to counter-balance 
even though the departments of the or- 
ganization have run smoothly and effi- 
ciently. This unsettled attitude is not 


unlike the reflection on civic govern- 
ment, which so often is saved from dis- 
aster by balanced thinking. 

The Fourteenth House of Delegates 
unquestionably made a record in the 
number of hours it sat in deliberative 
session, and when the _ delegates are 
ready to report back to the members of 
their state society we trust they will be 
accorded a fair hearing. 





THE SCIENTIFIC PROGRAM 


Mayo Clinic Doctors Present 
Major Course 





THERE HAVE BEEN excellent scientific 
programs in connection with the an- 
nual session of the N. A. C. for the 
past twenty-two years, but there was 
no question in the minds of those who 
are in a position to judge, that this 
year’s scientific features have eclipsed 
the best of them. Subjects of timely in- 
terest and importance were treated by 
the lecturers who took part in the ed- 
ucational program of the convention. 
These sessions were well attended and 
the interest in the subjects discussed was 
apparent. 

The major scientific program took the 
form of dry clinics and demonstrations 
that were conducted by staff members of 
the Mayo Clinics of Rochester, Minne- 
sota. 

The program opened at the scheduled 
hour on Tuesday morning. Dr. John F. 
Kelly, Chairman of the Scientific Com- 
mittee of the N. A. C. introduced H. 
W. Meyerding, M. D., Head of the Sec- 
tion of Orthopedics at the Mayo Clin- 
ics, and every program throughout the 
week was opened promptly by Dr. 
Kelly. 

Dr. Meyerding proved himself a like- 
able fellow and an able lecturer. He 
continued the presentation of his sub- 
ject on Tuesday afternoon and _ illus- 
trated various debatable points with a 
fine collection of slides. He referred to 
the Department of Chiropody at the 
Mayo Clinics and paid great tribute to 
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the work of chiropodists, emphasizing 
that there is splendid opportunity for 
the chiropody profession to guide the 
public in the selection of their foot- 
wear and the care of their feet. 


He claimed that the person of aver- 
age intelligence and* education believed 
in the Darwinian theory, that man de- 
scended from ape; and in the pictures 
shown on the screen he explained the 
evolution of types from early ape to the 
human foot, and accordingly, he pointed 
out that no great change had occurred 
in the human foot for the past five 
thousand years. 

Dr. Meyerding permitted himself to 
be held overtime at both sessions. and 
seemed to enjoy the opportunity to an- 
swer the volley of questions that were 
fired at him from every angle. Regard- 
ing certain doubtful types of treat- 
ment, Dr. Meyerding said in response 
that many people sell personality. Re- 
gardless of what treatment used, if you 
have personality you can sell it. To at- 
tain many successes he advocated con- 
sultations whenever uncertain of the 
diagnosis. 

At the close of his lecture, Dr. Meyer- 
ding was given a rising vote of thanks. 

The scientific work continued on Wed- 
nesday morning, when Dr. Kelly intro- 
duced George E. Brown, M. D., Head 
of the Section of Vascular Diseases at 
the Mayo Clinics. The N. A. C. was 
particularly fortunate in having Dr. 
Kelly in charge of its scientific program. 
Dr. Kelly is a staff member of the Dea- 
coness Hospital in Boston, and of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital in that 
same city, in the Department of Vas- 
cular Disturbances, and through his af- 
filiation has very intimate contacts with 
members of the medical profession who 
are specializing in the very subjects pre- 
sented to the convention on the Mayo 
program. 

Dr. Brown, known as an authority on 
his subject, dwelt at length on the cir- 
culatory and nervous system as it af- 
fected the extremities. He proved him- 
self an interesting speaker, and at the 
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conclusion of his session the audience 
freely expressed their appreciation. 

On Thursday morning, P. A. O'Leary, 
M. D., Head of the Section on Derma- 
tology at the Mayo Clinics, presented 
a lecture on dermatology illustrated with 
lantern slides. Of particular interest to 
the audience was Dr. O’Leary’s discus- 
sion of Ringworm, in which he pointed 
out the dangers of X-ray treatment on 
the feet. He covered in minute detail 
the various skin diseases and lesions af- 
fecting the extremities, and when he 
had concluded his program the andience, 
once again, expressed its pleasure at hav- 
ing enjoyed the opportunity of lisien- 
ing to an authoritative discourse, on a 
subject so closely related to their own 
field of specialization. 

Following Dr. O’Leary’s lecture, the 
Director of Scientific Motion Pictures of 
the N. A. C., Dr. Louis Lewy, presented 
a series of films as produced and re- 
leased by his bureau. That on Shielding, 
the latest film, Herman 
Sonderling as demonstrator of the art, 
proved highly interesting and resulted in 
group debate. 

Dr. A. Owen Penney, Washington, 
D. C. also appeared on the program and 
very ably explained the “ dissection 
method” to a group of interested prac- 
titioners. 

On Friday morning a scientific pro- 
gram of equal importance was conducted 
by local doctors. J. E. Ainsfield, M. D., 
a prominent orthopedic surgeon, was first 
on the program, and took for his sub- 
ject “Swelling of the Ankles.” He very 
clearly explained the varied causes of 
this condition and their possible means 
of control. Next on the program ap- 
peared Dr. H. A. Larsen, a member of 
the Wisconsin Chiropodists’ Association. 
Dr. Larsen took for his topic “Differ- 
ential Diagnosis of Pathological Nails.” 
His pictures illustrating his talk were 
particularly clear. He designated the nails 
on the feet as the reflecting mirrors of 
the body and stated that the diseases 
of nails opens a new field for research.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Ir is with considerable pride and pleas- 
ure that I present this report as Presi- 
dent of the N. A. C. I say pride, 
because through the past year when our 
nation has gone through what no doubt 
was the most hectic period in its history, 
and many organizations have been storm 
torn and blown to the winds, we have 
not only retained our usual extensive 
activities, but actually added to our pro- 
gram. Builded upon a firm foundation 
with a conscientious purpose, it is only 
natural that we should stand up under 
the strain, but there have been, never- 
theless, destructive forces necessarily 
combatted and so far as I know, the 
N. A. C. rests today upon that same 
firm underpinning and can raise its head 
and be proud of its accomplishments 

I am not blind to the fact that in 
certain instances some weak members 
have strayed from the narrow path in 
an effort to individually “lick” the de- 
pression, only to cast a bad reflection on 
the profession, but more particularly to 
injure their own reputation, but thank 
God the majority have still lived up to 
our ideals and now that the storm is 
clearing, we can stand on the deck and 
throw our chests to the sun in self-satis- 
faction, while the weak are still down in 
the depths of the ship, shameful of their 
actions during the crisis. Our experiences 
in this regard have not been unlike other 
professions, but I truthfully believe we 
have a larger percentage proudly stand- 
ing on the deck and fewer howling, 
scared weaklings down in the very 
depths of the ship. 

The problem that most vitally affects 
us now is to improve our position for 
the future and attain even greater heights. 
Out of the experiences of this year’s ad- 
ministration I believe I can propose a 
program that, if adopted and carried 





out, will accomplish this desire. This 
shall be taken up following the actual 
report of activities. 


Of course the majority of the activi- 
ties are contained in the committee re- 
ports but as President I have taken the 
responsibility of carrying on a few indi- 
vidual activities which I should like to 
report. 

Feeling that the Southwest part of 
the country was sadly neglected and has 
long been a dumping ground for outlaw 
Chiropodists, our Legislative Chairman 
and myself made a trip into Arizona last 
Fall. We arranged a scientific and busi- 
ness meeting which was well received 
and well attended. The result was the 
formation of the Arizona Association of 
Chiropodists which heretofore had not 
existed. The effect of this also spread 
into New Mexico and both of these 
States introduced measures to legalize 
Chiropody. Lack of time in organization 
was responsible for their failure, together 
with some interference from commercial 
interests, but I sincerely believe that a 
start has been made that will, two years 
hence, result in removing these States 
from the blacklist of our legislative map. 

I have always felt that our insurance 
policy was one of the advantages of 
N. A. C. membership. It is true that 
other policies are being written, but 
there are none that offer the same pro- 
tection as that of the U. S. F. & G. In 
the past there has been some leakage in 
the respect that non-members were re- 
ceiving the protection and also members 
who had been dropped. Through Secre- 
tary Morley a closer contact has been 
made with the head office and no poli- 
cies are now written without checking 
the eligible list as provided by the Sec- 
retary. At the suggestion of Dr. Frank 
Carleton, arrangements have been made 
to have a “rider” attached to the policy 
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so that it will automatically be can- 
celled if the members for any reason 
should be dropped from his local asso- 
ciation. In other words, if his premium 
has been paid in advance, it will be pro- 
rated and returned to him with the 
automatic cancellation of his policy. 


As President, I have taken it upon 
myself to investigate the possibility of a 
pet idea, which project rightfully be- 
longs to the Public Education Committee 
or the Committee on Sustained Ethical 
Publicity. It has been done without 
their knowledge and I beg forgiveness 
for overstepping my line, but as I said 
before, it is my pet idea, and I per- 
sonally hope to carry it through to a 
successful conclusion. 

It has long been my personal opinion 
that the design of foot controls on 
automobiles is not conducive to foot 
comfort and I have made a contact with 
one of the largest manufacturers and 
called this to their attention. After 
considerable correspondence and consid- 
erable discussion, I have made them an 
offer which is as follows: Through our 
organization we shall conduct research in 
the problem and offer suggestions for 
new designs, provided they agree that if 
these ideas are adopted any advertise- 
ments or literature mentioning them 
must give due recognition to the fact 
that they are the result of this survey 
by our profession. 

If you have noticed the great amount 
of attention that has been given to a 
new type of ventilation introduced by a 
certain manufacturer, you will realize 
the valuable publicity that would result 
from such an arrangement. While I 
cannot report complete conclusions at 
this writing it looks quite promising. 

Considerable investigation was made 
early in the year regarding the possibility 
of Chiropody being represented at the 
Century of Progress. However, the 
figures quoted for exhibit space were 
prohibitive and it was felt that such a 
sum could be utilized to give us a 
greater diversity of publicity with far 
more reaching results. 
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Through the Secretary, some investiga- 
tion was made relative to obtaining per- 
mits for an allotment of whiskey for 
Chiropodists. About the time we had 
practically decided to proceed with this 
proposition, this present wave of anti- 
prohibition began to express itself and it 
is generally believed that the time is not 
far distant when complete repeal will be 
in effect, therefore, it was not felt by 
the Chair that it would be wise to spend 
the necessary money to obtain a permit 
that would probably only be valid for a 
year or so. 


I merely mention these incompleted 
projects to familiarize you with the fact 
that any and all problems coming to the 
attention of this administration were at 
least investigated. 


To go into detail as to the reports 
of individual committees would overlap 
those to be made by the respective chair- 
men, but I believe in my position in 
the driver’s seat, as it were, and with a 
broad view of all committee activities I 
should make a few pertinent remarks 
and comments of the individual accom- 
plishments. 

First in the order of appearance of 
committees as printed in THE JOURNAL, 
we find the Legislative Committee. This 
has always been acknowledged as the 
backbone of our profession and the ex- 
periences of this year under the direction 
of Dr. G. Earle Whitten have proven 
that as time goes on this particular 
division becomes ever more important. 
It has been my pleasure to be rather 
closely associated with Dr. Whitten 
throughout the year and never have I 
seen legislative matters handled in a 
more efficient, business-like manner than 
under his direction. A very large part 
of the program that I shall present for 
your approval and adoption will pertain 
to legislation and I shall confine my 
recommendations to be included in that 
section. 

The Scientific Committee under the 
chairmanship of Dr. J. F. Kelly has 
carried on very actively during the year.

The climax of his work is reflected in 
this convention’s Scientific Program, 
which really needs no comments. Com- 
posed of the highest calibre of men ob- 
tainable in their respective fields, he offers 
us probably the best scientific session 
ever held. It is a rare honor to have a 
program conducted by such a great in- 
stitution as the Mayo’s and a fine tribute 
to our profession that they could be 
obtained for this program. 

I would recommend that the activities 
of the Scientific Committee include the 
conducting of a contest on research 
among the practicing Chiropodists with 
suitable awards and certificates to the 
winners. For three years such a contest 
has been conducted among the students, 
but it is my opinion that some effort 
should be directed toward stimulating 
our own members to produce something 
new. Too long have we been borrowing 
from our allied professions and the time 
is fast arriving when we shall stand on 
our own feet. This has been a neglected 
project that rightfully belongs to the 
Scientific Committee and I urge this 
House of Delegates to seriously consider 
it and instruct the Scientific Committee 
accordingly. 

Our Public Educational Committee 
under the expert guidance of Dr. Hal 
Smith, with Dr. Joseph Lelyveld as Di- 
rector of Publications has carried on its 
usual extensive activities. Public educa- 
tion still remains as one of our most 
vital problems and likewise I shall in- 
clude some definite comments regarding 
this in my recommendations. May I 
pause here to pay commendation to 
those members who have spent endless 
hours on this work. There is probably 
no committee that requires more time 
and effort than that of Public Education. 

Ethics has played an extremely impor- 
tant part in the last year. The general 
economic condition has made this a par- 
ticular problem to the chairman, Dr. A. 
Owen Penney. Under his supervision 
this committee was taken from a prac- 
tically dormant one and now has ex- 
panded its work to the point that it 
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interlocks with other committees where 
the problem of ethics. has any bearing, 
such as the supervision of any publica- 
tions put out by the N. A. C. An 
important committee handled in a splen- 
did manner by its director. 


Educational standards undoubtedly can 
be placed on a par with the most im- 
portant activities which we have. Dr. 
Ben Levy has carried on the work of 
the Council on Education in a very 
capable and dignified manner. This par- 
ticular appointment requiring a man of 
certain type of character is a difficult 
one for any President to fill and it has 
been gratifying to me that such a man 
as Dr. Levy was available and willing 
to fill the position. 

The Council of Shoe Therapy, while 
comparatively a new division, has swung 
into action during the past year. I am 
frank to say, and the records will show, 
that I have always been opposed to the 
formation of this committee on the 
ground that it holds too many pitfalls. 
I have often made the statement that 
under Dr. Frank Carleton I held no 
fears for it, but I shudder to think 
what might happen in the future should 
it fall into the hands of someone lacking 
the same high ideals as its present chair- 
man. I feel quite fortunate that during 
my administration it has been so capably 
handled, but I again warn those that 
might succeed me to guard it closely 
should a change be made in chairman- 
ship. 

The Public Clinics Committee has also 
been ably directed by Dr. Carleton. The 
most significant phase of the Public 
Clinics report is the increase in the 
number of clinics connected with hos- 
pitals. This is a splendid indication of 
the recognition that our profession is 
now obtaining. 

At the last House of Delegates, the 
set up of the Council on Chemistry and 
Pharmacy was entirely revamped which 
was responsible for considerable delay. 
Apparent indifference to correspondence 
by some members made it extremely

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The Milwaukee Convention 


THE ANNUAL MEETINGS of the National Association of Chiropodists 
in the twenty-two years since the organization met for the first time, 
have in every instance been important in significance to the future 
of the profession. In that respect this year’s convention held its place. 
The Wisconsin Chiropodist Society, as host to the National Associa- 
tion of Chiropodists, bid every visitor to the city of Milwaukee a 
cordial welcome. The organization aided the National body in ar- 
ranging a program which pleased every conventionite by accomplish- 
ing the twofold purpose of a chiropody convention: to further the 
cause of our profession by increasing our personal knowledge, and in 
between times the enjoyment of wholesome recreation. Wisconsin, as 
it has proved, prepared a concoction of earnest scientific material 
mixed with things which pleased the pleasure-bent. 

It was the fervent wish of the Wisconsin chiropodists that the 
course of the chiropody profession, through a convention in their 
State, would continue to be constantly forward. As the events of 
that week are surveyed we are definite in stating that the goal was 
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attained. The scientific, social and business hours were so co-ordi- 
nated that while a great amount of work was accomplished very few 
needed to miss a single hour of the scientific program. 


The House of Delegates handled a large amount of business 
thrust upon it by committee chairmen and earnest delegates. In 
some respects there was an exerted pressure against the best interests 
of the organization, but as the final control was applied we are con- 
fident that the pace of the past few years will not slacken. 


From some quarters there was an attempt to abolish Foot Health 
Week and thus throw into the discard all the plans so well prepared 
for the edification of the public. We feel, as we have felt all along, 
that the whispering propaganda, its source so evident, was developed 
solely with the hope that it would set committee against committee, 
State against State, and thus render organized chiropody impotent in 
the battle against the exploitation of the public. The House gave 
the answer. Foot Health Week will go on. 


During the business conferences of the House of Delegates the 
floor was granted to Dr. Nicholas Von Schill of Chicago. Dr. Von 
Schill offered constructive comment for the further development of 
chiropody in the medical world. He emphasized that the greatest 
need of the Association was to hold the interest of officers and com- 
mittee men who have worked faithfully, as “trusted and experienced 
employees,” and whose services are indispensable to the organization. 

The House of Delegates approved Past President Lelyveld’s pro- 
posal, tendered as a delegate from Massachusetts, that the National 
Association of Chiropodists prepare a resolution requesting the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration to include in the new Food and Drug 
Act, a bill now pending, a clause to regulate the advertising of foot 
remedies, and to define, also, advertising in connection therewith. This 
is in conformity with the action taken by the House of Delegates at the 
Dallas convention, at which time Dr. Lelyveld was given power to 
co-operate more fully with the Better Business Bureau in an effort to 
protect the public from useless remedies, and fake appliances. The 
present action, one of the outstanding features of the 14th House of 


Delegates, is a step which will redound to the credit of the National 


Association of Chiropodists. 

The longest stride forward in the recognition of Chiropody is a 
jutifiable pride having brought to our members three internationally 
known authorities from the Mayo Clinics of Rochester, Minnesota. 
Doctors Meyerding, Brown and O’Leary proved they were heartily in- 
terested in Chiropody and that the profession had its place in clinical 
medicine. Too much cannot be said for the ‘sincerity with which these 
men spoke out their knowledge, freely imparted without reservation. 
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Thanks are due to Dr. Armilia Bibeau for her efforts which put 
the scientific department of the N. A. C. in touch with the Mayo 
Institution. Dr. John F. Kelly, Chairman of that committee, proved 
himself an amicable host to the learned gentlemen who came so far and 
gave us so much. We want these doctors to know that our thanks 
for their contribution echoes the sentiment of every member of the 
profession. The entire scientific course was presented under ideal con- 
ditions. The excellence of the program and the efficient manner in 
which it was directed will long be outstanding in our memory. 

All angles considered, Milwaukee will go on record in bold faced 
type, not as the largest National convention but the one that speaks 
the loudest of recognition accorded chiropody by the highest in medi- 
cal circles. Chiropody has found its place; that it has been accepted 
as a profession is just cause for reflection on the struggles of the past, 
our standing at present, and our obligations in the future.

difficut to form the committee, and as 
the resolutions adopted by the last House 
stipulated very definitely how it should 
be formed, there was nothing to do but 
wait until such time as it might be com- 
plete. Hence, Dr. Harry Goldwag, who 
was elected chairman by members of the 
Council of Pharmacy, cannot be criti- 
cized if his report is not extensive, for 
the committee has been in operation 
only about sixty days. My recommenda- 
tion for the succeeding administration 
is that the present committee be kept 
intact for the next year so that they 
may have an opportunity to do some con- 
structive work. 


The Council on Physical Therapy has 
not had a particularly active year due in 
no way to its chairman, Dr. R. H. 
Gross, but apparently to the lack of 
interest in the service it renders. There 
is a question in my mind whether or not 
this committee should be continued. I 
am opposed to any excess baggage in our 
program, but it may be well to continue 
it for another year as an experiment. 

Dr. C. P. Beach found himself in a 
rather bad position as head of the Organ- 
ization Committee. The past year has 
been rather of conservation of member- 
ship rather than increasing it. Consid- 
ering the experiences of other organiza- 
tions, I believe we have retained a very 
creditable numerical strength and the 
chairman has been actively engaged in 
accomplishing this. 

The Promotion Committee has for 
several years been more or less of a ship 
without a rudder. Promotion covers such 
a large field that in the past it has been 
rather difficult to confine it to any par- 
ticular project in our organization. Dr. 
C. Gordon Rowe has developed it to the 
point, however, where it embraces sev- 
eral definite objectives, the most impor- 
tant of which is the contact of the 
N. A. C. with students and new grad- 
uates. His report will show that he has 
carried on in a very fine manner. 
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One of our newer committees, and 
one which has developed faster than any 
I know of is the Public Relations Com- 
mittee under Dr. Harry Budin. His 
report will show results that I am sure 
exceed the fondest expectations of any 
one who has followed the work. Here 
is a fine opportunity to publicize the 
profession at a very small expense and I 
heartily recommend that this committee 
be continued and its program expanded 
to the greatest possible degree. 


The Bureau of Scientific Motion Pic- 
tures formed at the beginning of the 
year and directed by Dr. L. Lewy has 
served a great purpose. Such inter-or- 
ganization work proves the real value of 
N. A. C. membership and this by all 
means should be continued. 

At this early hour of the convention 
it is impossible to make any particular 
comments regarding our Convention 
Manager, Dr. Herman Sonderling, and 
the program and convention arrange- 
ments, except that he has worked very 
hard on pre-convention arrangements 
and indications are that these should 
result in a very successful meeting. 

I want to call your particular attention 
to the high quality of publication that 
we have enjoyed during the past year in 
the form of our JouRNAL and give due 
commendation to Dr. Joseph Lelyveld as 
its editor. Its constant improvement has 
given me much satisfaction and I truth- 
fully believe that we can all be right- 
fully proud of our official organ. 


To all these chairmen and the com- 
mitteemen serving under them, I extend 
my deepest appreciation for their untir- 
ing efforts and co-operation. A splendid 
group giving of their time freely so that 
every practicing Chiropodist might take 
of the results of their work.

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COUNCIL ON EDUCATION 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR YEAR 1933 


IN SUBMITTING THIS REPORT, I desire to remind the House of the decision made 
in Washington last year, deferring the biennial inspection until this year, to enable 
the schools to adjust their plans to the three year course and the revised Rules for 
Classification, which became effective with the opening of the fall terms this year. 

The kindly co-operation of the Medical and Chiropody Examining Boards is 
deeply appreciated and with few exceptions, these boards have not hesitated to advise 
or give whatever assistance we have been in need of. 

This occasion must not be passed without thanking the administrative heads of 
the schools and my friend and predecessor, Harry P. Clifton. The continued good 
will and co-operation of these gentlemen has made a somewhat difficult task much 
easier. 

SCHOOL INSPECTION 


The schools in New York City and Philadelphia were inspected during the 
spring and the others will be visited after the fall term begins. 

Under the leadership of Dr. R. Ray Willoughby, the School of Chiropody at 
Temple University is undergoing some radical changes with complete re-construction 
of some departments. The degree, Doctor of Surgical Chiropody is now conferred by 
this university upon the completion of a post-graduate course of 704 hours. This 
is the first university to recognize this profession in the issuance of a doctorate 
degree. 

The First Institute of Podiatry building is im need of elevator service and under 
the capable leadership of Dr. Lewi, it will become a reality. The laboratories are 
fully equipped. 

Recognition of the Chicago College of Chiropody, G. E. Wyneken, M.D., 
President, was removed on July Ist of this year, after repeated efforts to secure 
routine information had failed. In view of the fact that Dr. Wyneken has now 
fully complied with the requirements and inasmuch as the infraction was not of 
the more serious nature, I have recommended to the members of the Council on 
Education that the graduates of the Chicago College of Chiropody be recommended 
to the State Examining Boards for examination for licenses, but classification be de- 
ferred for future consideration. 

ETHICS ESSAY CONTEST 

The first contest authorized by this House last year was very satisfactory. 
There were 31 senior students who entered papers on this subject and the winning 
thesis from the senior class member of each school won a bronze wall placque. 
This was decided in preference to a medal because the latter is usually laid away and 
more or less forgotten. Because of the expense connected with the award of a 
placque to each student in the contest recently closed, I will, unless otherwise 
instructed, announce a placque to be awarded to the school, with the name of the 
winner properly inscribed. 

PRE-CHIROPODY EDUCATION 

A notable increase in the percentage of students with one or more years of 
work in a college of science or liberal arts is observed this year. This cannot help 
but redound to the credit of the school administrations who are using greater care 
in the selection of their students, and this Council urges the various accredited 
schools to announce the need of a pre-chiropody education of one year in a college 
of liberal arts or science. This announcement should be made at the earliest possible 
moment consistent with the hoped for change in the economic life of the country. 
That it is easily within the realm of practibility, I submit the following table:

OUR ECONOMIC PROBLEM 


In common with other branches of the healing arts, the problem of graduates 
who outnumber those who pass away or retire, is one we must face. I am sure you 
are aware of the splendid work being done to make the public understand the value 
cf healthy feet, but with all this endeavor, we still face the possibility of the 
dilemma faced today by the physician and dentist. 

With the state boards’ reporting a total of 539 graduates this year; an increase 
of 99 over the next largest number the year previous, the table shows a steady 
increase from year to year, and it is self-evident that with the relatively small 
percentage of the public educated to scientific foot care, this profession faces a 
serious problem. 

The remedy for this is in the school administration heads efforts to co-operate 
with this association, first in limiting their admissions to the applicants with a 
broader education which theoretically necessitates at least one year of cultural or 
scientific education in a college. I trust you will bear with me in the repetition of 
this suggestion, because I am of the opinion’ it is not only fundamentally im- 
portant to the problem under discussion, but will result in an improvement in the 
calibre of the individuals who compose the leadership of this association in the 
next generation. 

The second step will be the voluntary agreement between the school leaders to 
decrease the admissions, which, incidentally, will tend to produce graduates with the 
added advantages of additional personal instruction and greater clinic experience. 
We are aware that there is a minimum number a school may accept because of 
financial obligations, but viewing the matter from the opposite pole, overcrowding 
makes it impossible for the student to receive the preparation necessary to a suc- 
cessful practice. 


THE ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODY COLLEGES 


Discouraging reports from L. E. Siemon, M.D., Cleveland, Temporary Chair- 
man of the organization formed last year, have prompted me to write him a formal 
letter suggesting a definite outline of policy, which might eliminate the fear that a 
strong balance of power in the hands of a limited number of schools might injure 
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the work of this association or some of the schools. There is no question of the 
need of the advice of those who are specializing in education work, and only through 
co-operative action of these educators, may we expect to erase some of the difficul- 
ties facing us. I trust your honorable body will give close attention to the report 
made by Dr. Siemon. Briefly, I have suggested the proposal made by Dr. Wyneken, 
that the school heads meet once a year with the Council on Education or its chair- 
man; informally, but with a serious determination to adjust difficulties as they arise. 
There would be no voting power in this body as suggested. 

We have the alternative of a regularly organized Association of Chiropody 
Colleges, but with a definite and limited constitution and by-laws; all action subject 
to the approval of the Council on Education. 

CO-OPERATION OF DIVISION OF PUBLIC CLINICS 

As a result of the splendid path blazed by Frank J. Carleton, Director of this 
division of our association, this Council will utilize the reports in the grading of 
our accedited schools. The clinics are the keystone of our schools and depend 
entirely upon efficient management and supply of material. 

CLINICS AND INTERNSHIP 


With the advent of the three year professional course, the clinic experience 
of the student in the future should form the embryo of an internship and certainly 
this will be possible, when at a later date, the schools deserving the “A” classifica- 
tion will be in position to place the senior student in the clinics for a full scholastic 
year. 

CULTURAL AND TECHNICAL EDUCATION 

It is the ambition of this Council to urge the four year professional course, 
with at least one year of college work, to enable the schools to give more time, not 
only to the practical work of internship, but equally as important, the enlargement 
of the cultural course. The individual with a higher evaluation of human progress 
will prove less of a menace, not only to the public, but to his chosen profession. 
This criticism is not original with your chairman and does not apply alone to 
chiropody education. Educators, for years, have frankly criticized the tendency of 
the technical school to graduate individuals lacking in cultural background and the 
cultural institutions, in turn, producing citizens ill prepared to face the practical 
problems of every day civilization, where society is organized on the highly com- 
petitive basis of today. I am aware these are problems for the future, but attain- 
ment of success is not only possible with the first step, recognition of the situation. 

PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE RULES FOR CLASSIFICATION 

I seek the approval of this House in the following changes: 

Section 6: (Line three of 1932 report) add after “. . . within 15 days after 
that date.” the following sentence: “A typewritten list of matriculants shall be 
forwarded by first class mail not later than the date of expiration of the period of 
15 days after the opening of the fall term.” 

Section 11: (Line two of 1932 report) add after 
a medical college” . . . the following: “or hospital.” 

Class “B” Preliminary Requirements: (Line three of 1932 report) add after 
“|. . actual clinic work,” the following: “The orthopedic clinic shall be separate 
and distinct from the chiropody clinics. 

RECOGNITION OF NEWLY ORGANIZED SCHOOLS 

While we recognize the need of a chiropody school in the southern part of 

this country and are aware of the sincere efforts of the administration of the 
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Georgia College of Chiropody to build an institution of the highest type, it has been 
impossible to inspect the school up to this time because of the existence of a night 
course, and the usual obstacles to be found in a venture of this type. These, I am 
informed, have been removed and it is hoped sufficient changes have made made to 
warrant an inspection. To our Southern members I urge every co-operation possible 
to build this school and the members who. are impatient must also realize that with 
many state boards depending upon this Council for information with which to 
approve or reject applications for approval of our schools, the responsibility of this 
Council prohibits inspection until the facts concerning adherence to the Rules for 
Classification and the Curriculum are known.

RULES FOR CLASSIFICATION 
Effective with the opening of the 1933 Fall term 


1. A school or college must teach the curriculum adopted by the National 
Association of Chiropodists, giving the minimum number of hours to each subject. 
Schools may increase the hours of prescribed study, or add such subjects to their 
curricula as may be deemed necessary or demanded by law. 

2. All students must be qualified as to their preliminary educational require- 
ments before being matriculated. 

3. Faculty—The minimum number of professors and teachers acceptable to 
the Council on a faculty shall be: nine doctors of medicine; ten chiropodists as 
teachers and lecturers; one chemist; one pharmacist; one roentgenologist; one labora- 
tory technician; one clinician on duty each clinic session for each ten chairs. There 
shall be an executive officer with administrative powers on duty during school hours. 

4. No student failing in more than one major subject in his junior year can 
matriculate in another school and be given advanced standing. He must repeat his 
entire year. Subjects consisting of 72 hours or over are considered major subjects. 

5. The following departments should be headed by doctors of medicine; an- 
atomy, phsiology, physio-therapy, roentgenology ,pathology, dermatology, neurology, 
chiropodial medicine and surgery .Other departments may be headed by chiropodists 
or others specializing in that particular branch. 

6. No institution shall be classified that accepts students for its regular courses 
at any time during a semester except those who are properly matriculated at the 
opening of the regular term or within fifteen days after that date.. A typewritten 
list of matriculants shall be forwarded by first class mail not later than the date 
of expiration of the period of 15 days after the opening of the Fall term. No 
school shall matriculate more than one class in one year. 

7. The insertion of an advertisement in a lay publication, school catalogue, or 
any periodical in which prospective students are invited to study chiropody on the 
basis of economic returns from the said practice shall be deemed prima facie evid- 
ence that the institution is primarily commercial and classification shall be removed. 

8. Schools giving night courses shall not be classified. This does not apply to 
clinic work nor to occasional special lectures. 

9. In the transfer of students from one institution to another, transcripts of 
record can only be accepted when issued by an institution with an equal or higher 
classification. No school shall give credit for less than one year’s work. Graduate 
Doctors of Medicine who have been graduated from a medical school receiving a 
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satisfactory classification from the Council on Fucation of the American Medic 
Association, may earn a diploma in one-half of the scheduled time. 


9a. No time allowance should be made to other than students from a medical or 
dental school approved by the Council on Education of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation or the American Dental Association. Students may be excused from regular 
attendance on subjects previously studied in such schools, but should not receive 
credit for more than one year of work ,and must take the final examinations in 
each subject. 


10. A school must have at least six (6) square feet of space for each student 
in the various departments and should have at least one (1) complete laboratory 
and clinic outfit for every four (4) students in each class. Chemistry and micro- 
scopy laboratories shall be separate. 


11. Where a school of chiropody maintained directly or indirectly in connec- 
tion with the administration of a medical college or hospital, which is not given a 
satisfactory classification by the American Medical Association, inspection of chir- 
opody school shall be refused until the medical school is given satisfactory classifica- 
tion by the American Medical Association Council on Education. 


Class “A” Preliminary Requirements: Four (4) years high school education; one (1) 

year in a recognized college of liberal arts or science; four (4) year- 
course with a minimum of 4,480 hours of chiropody education; 1,120 hours of 
actual clinic work. The clinics shall be divided into sections separating the sexes. 
The orthopedic clinic shall be separate and distinct from the chiropody clinic and 
the sexes shall be segregated as in the chiropody clinic. 


Institutions receiving this classification must have title to their own buildimgs 
and be a corporation controlled by a board of trustees and under the jurisdiction of 


2 board of directors. 


It must submit each year from its senior class, or a member thereof, a thesis on 
some subject requiring research. It must have a library of at least five hundred 
(500) volumes covering all recognized branches of medicine, at least two (2) 
copies of the standard textbook used in teaching each subject. The library must 
also include works on cultural subjects, such as psychology, history and philosophy. 
It may contain a maximum of one hundred (100) volumes of fiction. It must 
receive 90% or better on inspection. 

Class “B” Preliminary Requirements: Four (4) years high school education; three 


(3) years chiropody education with a minimum of 3,360 hours, receiv- 
ing 80% or better on inspection; minimum of 480 hours of actual clinic work. 
The orthopedic clinics shall be separate and distince from the chiropody clinic. 

It shall have a library consisting of at least two hundred (200) volumes cover- 
ing all recognized branches of medicine, at least two (2) copies of the standard text- 
book used in teaching the subjects in the curriculum. The library must also include 
works on cultural subjects, such as applied psychology, history and philosophy. It 
may contain a maximum of fifty (50) volumes of fiction. 

Class "C” Preliminary Requirements: Four (4) years high school education; two 


(2) years chiropody education with a minimum of 2,240 hours. Mini- 
mum of 560 hours of clinic work. It must receive 70% or better on inspection.
